Portsmouth, N. H„ June ao-</P)— 
The commander of the submarine 
Squalus, which still is the sunken 
sepulchre of 26 men, told a naval 
board of inquiry today that a recom- 
mendation born of a submarine dis- 
aster nearly 19 years ago might have 
prevented the recent tragedy if it 
was caused by a faulty air induction 
valve. 


Lieutenant o. P. Naquln. one of the 
few undersea commanders who has 
escaped from a sunken craft to tell 
his story, asserted that improved ven- 
tilation equipment might have saved 
the Squalus and that current devices 
might prove "fatally defective" in time 
of war. 


Important Query 


It was near the dose of a fuU day 
on the witness stand for Naquln that 
Captain WUliam R. Munroe, assist- 
ant director of 
naval intelligence, 
asked the Squalus' commander if the 
accident could have been prevented 
if there had been a device to pre- 
vent the flooding of the vessel'jubal- 
last tanks, necessary before a dive.

Since the establishment of the Ci­ 
vilian Conservation camps throughout 
the country, their management has 
been in the hands of military or re­ 
serve officers, giving the camps a 
semblance of military character. This 
is to come to an end, and the CCC 
camps will soon be strictly civilian. 
Army uniforms will disappear from 
the scene, although some of the same 
men may remain, but clad in ci\’illan 
clothes. 
> 


This change, according to General 
Director Robert Fechner, is by orders 
of President Roosevelt, who wishes to 
Mt up the CCC on a permanent basis j 
as civilian, rather than military or- I 
ganizatlon. 


The change is presumably made as 
a concession to members in Congress 
and others who have complained that 
the CCC was becoming a large "stand­ 
ing army” of young men, thus spread­ 
ing the military caste idea. 


But only in the last day or two we 
have heard Jacksonville men express 
opinion that the wise thing for the 
United States to do, in view of 
troubled world conditions, would be 
to establish military training courses 
in all CCC camps. There is a conflict 
of Ideas as to just what the future 
of the camps should be.

1,600 EhrôUment 


Jacksonville Boys Among 
Many Who Will Reccive 
Special Training 


Boys State, the Illlhots American 
Legion's 
combination 
eltlzenship 
school and summer camp at Spring­ 
field, June 25 t»^..July l, will attract 
a record enrollment of around 1,600 
young men, State Adjutant WiUlam 
C. 
Mundt 
announced 
yesterday. 
Among them WÜ1 be several from 
Jacksonville and other Morgan coun­ 
ty towns. 


Conceived in 1935 by the Illinois 
Legion as an experiment to teach 
functional citizenship to 220 boys of 
high school age. Boys State has ex­ 
perienced growth. 
This year, Lé­ 
gion organizations in 28 states are 
to have Boys States, the Idea having 
been enthtisiastlcally Indorsed by nat­ 
ional Legion officials. 


In Illinois alone, boys will come 
from 367 towns and will be sptm- 
sored by 98 differeht patriotic and 
civic organizations In addition to 
382 Legion posts. 


This year a t Springfled, facilities 
will be much better than ever before. 
The boys will be quartered in the new 
$750,000 4-H dub buüdlng at the 
state fairgrounds. 


During the week the boys are in 
camp, they will leam about the major 
functions of township, ci^, county, 
state imd national government in 
addition to participating in a great 
variety of recreational and culttiral 
activities. They are divided Into wards 
towns, counties and court districts 
and elect officers for all those di­ 
visions, including their own governor 
and police officers. 


117 on the Staff 
T h ^ leam mainly by doing, each 
boy having some office to fill. A staff 
of 117 men, many wiUi high college 
degrees, supervises the instnusUons. 
The staff is divided into three grtmps. 
Administrative, instructional and re­ 
creational. More than one third the 
staff serve without pay. oUiers at 
small salaries. 


Outside the classro(»n. the boys are 
taken on many toui^ including ti»ise 
to Abraham Xincoln’s old Springfield 
homé, and tô ih ê Lincoln Monument.

On the opening day of camp, a 
120 piece band and 50 piece dnwa and 
bugle corps are formed. Fœrrest Ms- 
Allister, director of ‘ the famous Joliet 
grade school band, is Boys State muâc 
director.

President of Bi^s State Is Hayes 
Kennedy, a Joliet attorney. Mr. Mundt 
Is secreatry-treasurer and Raymond 
Meade, principal of West Aurora high 
school, is director of counsdcars. 


As would be expected, a tremendous 
amount of detail work is Involved in 
planning for Boys State. Mr. Mundt, 
in addition to handling regis^tion 
of applicants, has prepared a 122 page 
mimeographed manual for instructors 
and in addition a 86 page printed 
manual for the boys. 


Also prepared for the boys Is a 
special edition of the voters manual 
prepared by the League of Woman 
Voters. After Boys State week, a 
copy will be given every pubUc high 
school in Illinois.
